The administration is coming to 
the financial rescue of the CSUS 
debate team after the Associated 
Students failed to follow through with 
their commitment to fund the team’s 
trip to a national contest 

The team, four students and their 
coach, Dr. David Wagner went to 
Springfield, Missouri two weeks ago 
after the student senate, on an in- 
formal “straw vote” decided to reim- 
burse the $2400 in expenses the team 
would incur. On their return, the 
senate refused to reimburse the 
students and Wagner 

Communications Studies chair 
Barbara O'Connor and Wagner met 
with President James Bond Wednes- 
day and were assured that the ex- 
penses will be reimbursed. Bond said, 
upon learning of the senate action: “I 
can't believe this nonsense.” The 
money will come from several ad- 
ministration accounts 

Bond's sentiment was echoed by 
O'Connor and Wagner. “To rake over 
four students is really creepy,” said 
O'Connor. She said the team would 
never have gone to the national tour- 
nament if they knew the money wasn't 
forthcoming 

“The administration has cast about 
frantically, scraped the bottom of 
already scraped barrels and patched 
together sufficient funds to reimburse 
the students,” said Chuck McFadden, 
university relations director. He 
added: “This is not an exercise the ad- 
ministration would like to go through 
again.” 

Wagner told the Hornet tie had put 
in the request for the money seven 
weeks before the April 12 senate meet- 
ing in which the straw vote was cast. 
The team left April 14 

However, finance committee chair 
David Payne said he didn't receive the 
rpquest until March. Due to a lack of 
finance committee meetings in March, 
according to Payne. the request wasn't

The ASI Board of Justice (BOJ) 
Tuesday overruled the Board of Elec- 
tions’ decision not to hear complaints 
regarding the ASI General Election 
which were filed by ASI President 
Dave Ferris, Patti Payne and seven 
other former ASI candidates 

Associate Justice Mark Skinner 
who read the BOJ's decision said that 
in the Elections Code it is stated that 
“The Elections Board shall hold a 
hearing on the validity of the election 

.” This, Skinner said “does not say 
‘could’ or ‘might’. for the Board of 
Elections does not have the option of 
hearing or not hearing complaints. 
nor was the directive intended to be 
voted upon.”

Ponty scores bull’s eyes in Sacramento

When Jean - Luc Ponty, the great 
French violinist, left John 


McLaughlin's Mahavishnu Orchestra 
ILin 1975 it was a personal declaration 
of independence from musician to 
composer. After many years of 
musical discipline, it was his turn to 
course his own direction and not 
follow the fine line dictated by leaders 
he had learned from in the past. There

After winning top honors for clas- 
sical studies in his teens at the Paris 
Conservatiore, he worked with the 
Concerts Lamoureux (a professional! 
symphony), During, he became 
inspired by jazz by which he soon per- 
formed impromptu gigs with friends 
Surprisingly, he played clarinet and 
sax. Those soon became secondary 
when he became inspired by 
Grappelli's violin amazement. he left 
the symphony and began playing 
Paris clubs 

He explained, “Jazz had been ex- 
tremely popular in France since the 
end of World War If], it was really 
happening -- everybody was dancing 
happy It was energetic, something 
new dnd coming from America 
People had suffered for tive vears 
they had been deprived of any joy 
They were deprived of any regular 
pleasure (ie. food) we take for 
granted. So it was an urge to party At 
the time, everything coming from 
America was welcome, a thanks for 
helping them win the war.” 

Crossing over from classical to ja77 
was a tough task. “Everything had to 
change, the whole concept of music in 
my mind. Traditionally. my roots are 
classical so it took time to understand 
the concept of looseness and the spon- 
taneity of improvising necessary to 
play ja77. That as well as the technica! 
problems provided the hardships.” he 
said 

In the end, his classical upbringing 
helped. “Since | had good technique 
on the violin. once | had the ideas 


together | could put my technique to 
work ~ 

His willingness to pioneer -- being 
able to strive for the perfect violin 
sound -- brought Ponty to the height 
of innovation, thus giving the violin in 
ja77 “featured” exposure. Within jazz 
he has become conscious of expressing 
feelings and not relying on the rigid 
boundaries of classical music. With 
the stylistic crossover he had to forget 
his raised - on background. but still 
m 
maintain an orthodox stance. At 
his command are the resources -- 
speed. fluidity. and the faculty to think 
playing that made his 
bowmanship famous Thanks to the 
violin's double stops, sides and a» 
sorted bowing effects. it’s capacity in

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Rape Center is denied funds 


Editor, the Hornet: 


LEAA (Law Enforcement As- 
sistance Administration), a federally 
funded law enforcement agency, has 
denied second year funding to the Sac- 
ramento Rape Crisis Center due to a 
supposed lack of funding and to prior 
committments. The merit of the pro- 
ject was not in question, the Rape 
Crisis Center has far exceeded the 
proposed services for the 1976-77 
funded year. It would appear instead, 
however, that rape is no longer finan- 
cially a national priority. The Center 
received $198,000 in 1976 for start up 
monies on a proposal request for three 
year funding. The $198,000 request for 
1977-78 was to continue existing ser- 
vices and to expand in needed areas 
evidenced in the first funded year. The 
Sacramento Rape Crises Center is re- 
questing the commuunity’s assistance 
in the fight for funds to keep this vital 
services project alive 

Present services provided include a 
24 hour crisis line for victims of sexual 
assault, advocacy to victims, several 
types of counseling services, 
emergency funds for housing. 
transportation, child care, food, cloth- 
ing and a “massive community 
education component. In anticipation 
of second year funding, the Center has 
expanded to provide special personal 
safety programs for older women, 
children and physically handicapped 
women. The project has organized 
community meetings and canvassed 
neighborhoods in response to the ter- 
ror women have fe!t due to the attacks 
of the East Area Rapist During the 
month of March the Center received 
400 phone calls, 200 of which were 
from women in crisis situations and

Lack of ethics in ASI 


Let us speak of ethics. Specifically the lack of ethical decision mak- 


ing of the ASI Senate. 


Two CSUS Debate teams qualified for the Nationals in 
Springfield, Missouri. Craig Jones, a member of the team asked the 
senate for a “Straw vote” (Informal sampling of what the forma! 
opinion of the senate would be) to fund the team expenses for the 
competition. The senate voted that they would fund the trip. This was 
an unofficial vote, but Jones informed the senate that the team would 
pass up the event if funds were not forthcoming. 

The team and coach spent their own funds for the competition, 
some $2000. Tuesday the Senate was asked to reimburse the team. 
They voted not to grant funds. The team and coaches were dismayed 
and angered. 

Fortunately the administration will reimburse the team, but the 
action of the senate leaves a very big question of the credibility and 
integrity of the student group. 

Excuses and reasons flow from the senate, but the undeniable 
point is that the senate was in support of the request when Jones 
asked. The team traveled to Springfield under the impression that 
money would be reimbursed. They may not have gone otherwise. 
Debate teams do not qualify for the nationals every year and the 
honor and prestige afforded the school is worth the cost. 

Perhaps those funds should have come from the administration 
initially, but that is not the question. The senate offered support prior 
to the event and withdrew it afterwards. The type of action of 
deplorable. 

A revamp of policies is in order and the issue of who is responsible 
for funding this type of event should be resolved.

When asked why this year’s trip 
couldn't be funded out of general 
reserve funds, Payne said the reserve is 
depleted more and more every year. It 
now has $212,000, yet $2400 for the 
debate team is seen as another drain 
on an account that once had $500,000 
Payne said the reserve is used to sub- 


i sidize overestimated revenue projec- 


tions that leave ASI programs with a 
deficit. In addition, a $16,000 loan to 
the band and a $28,000 loan to the 
dorms reduced the amount left in the 
reserve, according to Payne 

A solution to future fiscal 
problems is to seek more state Instruc- 
tionally Related Activities money 
which usually funds trips, according 
to Joe Surra, university controller

Development of Quantum 
Mechanics.” 

Professor Bloch received his Ph.D 
under Werner Heisenberg, one of the 
principal contributors to the for- 
mulation of quantum mechanics. He 
then went on to become one of the 
jeading scientists in the field of the 
magnetic properties of atomic elec- 
trons and nuclei. He discovered 
nuclear magnetic resonance, made 
numerous measurements of nuclear 
“magnetic moments” and provided a 
detailed theory of these 
measurements. It was for this work he 
received the Nobel Prize in 1952 

He is the hoider of several 
Honorary Doctor's Degrees and a 
fellow of the American Academy of 
Science and the American Physicai 
Society 

The talk is sponsored by the 
Physics Department and the Visiting 
Scholars Program at CSUS.
